The scene in the drawing represents an incident which occurred during the 
Civil Wars in the time of Charles I. Fairfax and Cromwell, having beaten a section 
of the Levellers, or Fifth Monarchy Men, they took refuge in the town of Burford. 
Fairfax and Cromwell surprised them in the night, seized all their horses, and shut 
them up in the Church, On the morning following he caused lots to be drawn by the 
prisoners for every tenth man to be shot in the Churchyard, and placed the remainder 
on the leads of the Church to witness the execution. After three of the prisoners had 
been shot, the rest made humble submission, and prayed for their lives .—Vide in extenso 
Carlyle's Letters and Speeches of Oliver Cromwell,
